Bailey, in the dedication to his noble poem 
Festus says, it is “The life writ of a heart, 
whose firmest prop and highest meaning was 
the hope of serving God as poet priest.”’ 
Father Ryan says his feet know more of the 
humble steps that lead tothe altar, than of 
the steps that lead upto Parnassus and the 
home of the muses, Aud souls are always 


more to him than song. 

Poet, priest and soldier, and perhaps as 
strong in the last character as in the first two» 
vou would know it by the firmness of the 
qnouth, which pronounces a sentence cleat 
and short, round and conclusive, and then 
closes over itin a manner which indicates 
that what is said once is said forever. 

His eyes are blue, forehead broad, over 
which the brown hair falls long and earelessly 
¢o the shoulders. His manner is mild and 
gentile, but his character is positive. Though 
he was a poet at nine years of age and a priest 
t nineteen, there isa kind of never-surren- 
der spirit about him which makes one think 
of the war, and he is the last man to be recon- 
stracted in the south. 
~ He says, “lam asoutherner, born in Mo- 
bile. and think itis the best spot in all the 
world. I have prejudices, but every one has, 
i never saW an inipartial man in my life, 
Christ himself had bis likes and dislikes, and 
we are not better than he was.” 

He will defend the weak, and espouse an 

unpopular cause if he thinks it right. He is 
“cenerous toa fault,” and. has all the disre- 
gard of personal appearance which belongs to 
renius. 
” Atone time, and doubtless it happens fre- 
quently, he had given away all his chothes 
except those he had on, and they were shab- 
by. He was to read an original poem on an 
occasion where money was to be raised for 
the monument to General Lee. As the day 
came around, some thoughtful friend sent the 
priest a new suit. It happened just after 
their arnval that a poor man put In an ap- 
pearance who wanted something to wear. 
The father looked up from his writing and 
said: ‘*Well, Lcan’t give you the clothes I 
have on, but you can take this,’’ pointing to 
the new ones. That night he had nothing 
presentable to wear to the entertainment but 
an overcoat. 

It was the centennial year and the blue and 
the gray were doing their best to fraternize. 
The reception committee for this evening was 
composed of officers of both armies in their 
respective uniforms. Mr. Erwin Ledyard, one 
of the editors of the Mobile Register, present- 
ed Father Ryan to the audience and then re 
tired behind the scenes to listen to the poem 
of the eveming. In his deliberate way the 
priest read the first lines: 

“The blue and the green they may mingle; 

But never the blue and the gray.’’ 

The editor did not want te hear any more. 
He thought, there is that unreconstructed 
priest upsetting all the great work we intend- 
edtodo. Someof the federal officers and 
their wives left the hall. However, Mr. Led- 
yard, who is himself a poet of no mean quali- 
ty, made itall right by telling them after- 
ward that the father was only a poet, anyhow, 
and so not responsible. 

In speaking to me of the north and south, 
Father Ryan said: ‘There is culture at the 
north, no place like Boston for that; but there 
is spirit at the south and she will not brook an 
insult. It is said that it you call a southerner 
a liar he will send you_a challenge; a@ man in 
the west for the same offense will knock you 
down, 4 man inthe middle states will say 
‘you are another,’ and the yankee will say ‘I 
bet youadollar you can’t prove it.’ The 
south isimpulsive. The north is head but 
the south is beart.’’ 

I ventured to say: ‘‘Then, father, they be- 
long together, youcan not partthem. I have 
beard you speak of patriotism, what does it 
mean’ Is ita ilove of your whole country or 
a section of it?’’ 

“We have a strong local affection here; we 
love a state, I love my country, but not when 
she isin the wrong. Then I rebel against her, 
and God and I are a majority.”’ P 

‘Did you fight for slavery?’ LIasked. “As 
a poet, could you ever sing a song in favor of 
it 

“No. There is nosong init. I was nota 
slavery man; Mr Davis was not. I am called 
the priest of the negro; we fought for princi- 

le.” 

‘Was not your principle opposed to the 
government of the United States?’ IJ asked. 

“No,”’ he said, “it was opposed to the ad- 

‘ministration of the government.” 

“Then after all it was men and not princi- 
ples. Men will soon pass away; is it not bet- 
ter to wait for the right men than to destroy 
aright government because of wrong men?” 

Yes,” said he, “I always accept the inevit- 

ble; | saw we must give up a year before the 
far clused.’’ 

‘But, father,’’ said I, “Idid not know you 
had given up yet; I have heard you say often, 
‘we were right, though.’ ”’ 

‘So we were, but you know, what isto be 
Will be.”’ 

“Yes, for I can not see how what isto be 
won't be.”’ 

“What is to be will be, 
‘Tis the under law of life; 
‘Tis the song of sky and sea 
To the key of calm and strife. 

This I quoted from one of his own poems 
called Inevitable. 

“Butthey were a brave army,’’ said the 
soldier priest; ‘never was a braver, and the 
private seidiers were better than the officers, 
and they suffered greatly.’’ 

Alas! for the depravity of the female mind. 

ludicrous idea here occurred to me and I 
had to utter it, even though it might be, 
“sacramenteous,’’ as Aunt Dinah would say, 
for the priest was much in earnest. 

“But, father, were there any private sol 
diers in the confederate army? I have never 
in all my sojourn here met any but officers, 
generals and colonels, and do not know any- 
body less than a captain. Though I have 
heard of one man who acknowledged to he- 
ing a corporal*”’ 

“That is because he does uot belong to your 
set, said he, smiling. “There was a story 
W.d in one of the porthern newspapers of a 
brigade coni posed of 700 officers and only one 
private soldier. I suppose youthink the con- 
lederaie army was like that?” 

“Father, you will pardon the joke?” 

“O yes! I like a joke but seldom make one.

J] never write a bumorous poem, 
Poetry is the sincerity of the heart!” 

_ Olver Wendell Holmes has written some 
humorous poems that are true and touch the 
ear. 

“Yes,”’ said the priest, ‘1 like the poet 
Holmes. He wrotea very nice letter not 
long since. He said: ‘You can sing your 
SWeet songs to the south and Il pipe to the 
horth, but literature bas no party.’ It wasa 
“oud letter. Yes, literature is broad, but un- 
lortunately the literaturestbat is most read 
and suught after, the newspapers, are corrupt 
ibg the English language and the morals of the 
people. O, | know they have some great and 
enterprising newspapers in the north and west 
Where they can afford to pay for talent; but 
the newspapers over the country generally are 
demoralizing.’ 

“Father, when you write a poem do you call 
Up the muses at will, or do you wait for a 
Word?” | asked.

‘““Music charms the sense, but eloquence the 
soul.’ said I, quoting. 

“Ol! music charms the soul, too, no matter 
what Milton says. Music inspires me to 

oetry. Poetry isthe very insanity of the 

eart.”’ 

It is hard to differ from Father Ryan, and 
very few people ever do, for, as I have said, 
his sentences are very conclusive. They are 


wrapped up neatly and discharged at you, if 
one pond use this warlike term for anything 
s 


that falls so pleasantly upon the earas the 
voice of the priest, but the spirit of argument 
was upon me, and in reply to this last asser- 
tion I said: 

‘Father, is not insanity a discord and in- 
harmony, while poetry is music, harmony, 
rhythm?’ 

‘‘But it isa passion,’’ said he; “a kind of 
madness, but there is methed in it; it is 
from the heart, and you carn net explain it. 
The. heart is mysterious; it is a hermit in the 
body.”’ 

“What part of your life work do you like 
best?’ I asked. ; 

“Preaching. though the inspiration to 
poetry is quite as sacred; they belong to- 
gether, When I began to preach it was very 
Howery, but now I care more for the fruit. 
There is too much cant in the pulpit, poor 
reading and stupid gesture, There is too 
much thunder and too little lightning,” 

‘‘Do you write your sermons?” 

“No, lL prepare them in my mind; though 
sometimes wnen I come to the pulpit I change 
my subject and take up something very dif- 
ferent which the occasion seems to inspire.’’ 

“Is it safe to depend upon the inspiration 
of the moment?” 

‘‘Perfectiy; it never fails me. I sometimes 


ask the choir to sing something to inspire me. 


I preach to a people whose history | know, 
many of them I have raised from children. 
ihey are in sympathy with me, with alljI do 
orsay. They help me t preach.”’ 

‘‘D.d you ever speak toa belligerent audi- 
ence? Whatkind ofan inspiration would 
you get from such?’ 

“That would put me at my best in a few 
moments; I wouid have to bring them ’round. 
l once lectured here to raise money to buy 
artificial limbs for our wounded soldiers. 
There were many federal officers present, and 
people said 1 would have trouble with my 
audience, but I announced my subject and 
said: ‘hese artiticial limbs are to be bought 
at the north and made from wood of northern 
trees, for if they are made of southern wood 
they would never be reconstructed,’ I soon 
found my audience in good humor.”’ 

‘‘Do you like the lecture field?” I asked. 

“Yes, and | lecture for ail denominations; 
gave a lecture in a Catholic church for the 
benefit of Protestantjorphans.’’ 

“This was very liberal.’’ 

“It is true catholicism. I once said in a 
lecture that the superior nations of the earth 
are Protestant—England, Prussia and the 
United States, The inferior nations, Spain, 
Italy and France, are Catholic. These old 
nations are jike old individuals; they are be- 
hind in progress. I speak now of material 
progress.”’ 

“Youremind me some of what Father 
Hyacinthe says in his essay on civilization,”’ 
Isaid. “Itisa very fine piece of writing. 

‘‘What do you think of Pero Hyacinthe?”’ 

‘I do not like him; first, because he is a 
Frenchman. I say 1 am prejudiced. I do 
not like the French. They are insincere; 
though I like the language. Thatis sincere. 
You have to say what you mean in French.” 

“Oh, but the Saxon tongue is comprehen- 
sive and full of force.’’ 

“But you say one thing in English and 
mean another. The Frenchman is an insin- 
uating creature, but his language is straight 
up anddown. About Hyacinthe, heis not 
deep. When: he took that lady into his 
church whom he afterwards married, I read 
his letter, and I alsoread between the lines 
and I said he loves this woman. So it proved. 
He broke his vows to the church for her. I 
would not trust him. When a man breaks his 
vows to God he will break them toa wo- 
man.”’ 

“What a large experience you get in hu- 
man nature.” 

“Yes, we become acquainted with the life 
of men and women. Women are more mys- 
terious than men, because they are more 
spiritual. They have good memories, too, 
and they do not give up. You will find that 
here in the south the memory of the war lasts 
longer with the women. Women have deep- 
est feeling. A man loves best before he is 
married, a woman after. Women can endure 
more than men, and keep a secret better.”’ 

Though I had ventured to question some of 
the priest's remarks, I accepted his last asser- 
tion without a doubt. 

He continued, *‘Women are braver and 
gentler than men.”’ 

“O, father. youare better than Michelet 
even,’’ said I. 

“There is another Frenchman. He has a 
good understanding of your sex, and has done 
it great justice.”’ 

I have tried to show you somewhat of the 
thought of this liberal-minded priest who is 
known to the world through his genius and 
beloved at home for his kindness. He says 
the life of a priest is oneof sacrifice. Though 
he seems to be the idol of his people and to 
act much in accordance with his own will, I 
should think his cloister was as large as the 
world. Though he says in his song of The 
Mystic, which is one of his finest poems: 

‘*l walk down the valley of silence, 
Down the dim, veiceless valley alone, 
And I hear not the fall of a footstep 
Around me save God and my own; 
And the hush of my heart is as holy 
As hovers were angels have flownu.’’ 

How divine the office, how sacred the re- 
sponsibility, how high as heaven the hope of 
serving God as poet-priest.

CROPS IN DOOLY. 


ome Interest ng facts Abeutthe Condition of The 
Crops in a Southwestern Georgia County. 

Crops in Dooly county are in a flourishing 
condition. Mr. W. L. Grabam of that county, 
writes to Hon. J. T. Henderson, com- 
missioner of agriculture, that if rains contin- 
ue,a very great abundance of cora will be 
made in hissection of the state. He says 
that there was a drought in May, which how- 
ever, did no damage, buton the contrary, 
gave the farmers full time to get their crops 
in five fix for the rains that followed. For 
the last ten days the county has bad fine sea- 
sons and corn and cotton are booming. Noth- 


ing owas injured by the _ drought 
except spring oats, and even 
fie oats have good heads and Mr 


Graham adds that the head is all the farmers 
care specially for. He is sheriff of the coun- 
ty and the performance of the duties of his 
office gives him a chance to know what he is 
talking abeut. He says that if the seasons 
continue from now until the crcp is made, 
corn wiil not be worth more than forty cents 
per bushel in that county. Corn isa dull 
sale now in Dooly county at fifty cents per 
bushel. He says that the peacrop is looking 
well and that chufas and ground peas are in 
fine condition, with large crops planted. 
Cotton is reported as looking well, but is not 
so forward as last year. It still has plenty of 
time to make a good crop. The potato 
crop is good, butthe farmers continue to 


set out vines, Mr. Graham states 
that last week he was in Wilcox 
county, adjoining Dooly and _ traveled 


overa considerable portion ef the county. 
He reports that the people of that county say 
that theircrops are as good as jast year. He 
says that the lands look like bottom lands, 
the crops are so good. On the pine lands in 
many places the corn wiil yield twenty-five 
or thirty bushels per acre, if the seasons con- 
tinue, as it seems they will.” Large crops of 
¢chufas will be made in both counties. Mr. 
Graham defends the chufa. He says thatthe 
idea that the chufa injures land has not been 
proven by his experience, on the contrary he 
has been pleased with the result. The state 
of affairs in old Dooly is truly gratifying and 
isworthy of the serious consideration of 
those farmers who neglect to plant- enough 
corn to answer their needs.

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SUBS A MANUAL ON POULTRY. 


A Very Iateresting and Valuebie Werk on the Beat 
Breeds cf Poulttry- NuomerongIiastrations of 
the Difforent Varietios of Oniekene—Toe 
Best Kind of Houses for Them, Bio. 


In a few days Commissioner Henderson 
will issue irom the press a very important 
publication, ‘‘A Manual on Poultry.” The 
work is now in press, and yesterday Tuk Con- 
STITUTION secured advance sheets which show 
what the work will be when ready for the 
public. It is not intended as a guide for fan- 
ciers, but rather asa help for farmers’ wives. 
Commissioner Henderson says that one of 
the secrets of the success of French agricul- 
ture is the attention bestowed upon the small 
industries of the farm, and one of the: prin- 
cipal obstacles to successful agriculture in 
the southern states is the neglect of these in- 
dustries. The dairy, garden, poultry yard, 
apiary, and fish ponds, should not only con- 
tribute largely to the food supply of the fam- 
ily, but should, by the sale of surplus prod- 
ucts, materially supplement the principal 
sources of income of the farm. He gives 
many illustrations, and goes fully into the 


merits of the numerous breeds of fowls. Of 
the kinds best suited to Georgia he says that 
the subject of the best breeds for Georgia 
is a very important question to those who 
propose devoting much attention to breeding 
poultry, either for market or for an abundant 
family supply of eggs and broilers for the pri- 
vate table, and one which has been quite def- 
initely settled by the most progressive and. 
best informed breeders. 

The preponderance of evidence reported by 
correspondents isin favor of the Plymouth 
Rock asa combination fowl forthe farm 
where only one breed is tobe kept. The next 
in favor for general purposes is the Light 
Brahma, 

The verdict is almost unanimous in favor 
of the Leghorn for egg production, the pref- 
erence being generally given to the brown 
variety. 

One of the most experienced breeders 


in the state, Mr. Edgar Ross, 
of Bibb county, after ‘experi- 


menting with the following varieties, viz.: 
Light Brahma, Dark Brahma, Buff, Partridge, 
White and Black Cochins, Plymouth Rocks, 
Houdan, Crevecceur, LaFleche, Black Span- 
ish, White and Brown Leghorn, Black, 
Silver-laced. Silver-spangled and Gold 
spangled Hamburgs. Black- breasted Red, Der>y 
and Brown-red Game, and Game, Black and 
Sebright Bantams, in answer to the following 
question: ‘‘Which variety has given the 
most satisfactory results as a combination 
fowl for eggs and table use?” says ‘Brown 
Leghorn, because they are excellent egg pro- 
ducers summer and winter, and the chicks 
mature rapidly, being ready for the table at 
ten weeks old—flesh of excellent quality.”’ 

In answer to the question, ‘*Which has 
given the most satisfactory result as egg pro- 
ducers?’ he says, ‘‘Leghorns. The White 
Leghorns are as good layers as the Brown,but 
I prefer the latter on account of their color. 
They lay at five months of age.’ Asa table 
fowl he prefers the Light Brahn.a. 

In regard to crosses, he says: ‘‘I have made 
every conceivable cross with twenty odd va- 
rieties of thoroughoreds, ‘besides crossing 
them on common stock.”’ He reports as giv- 
ing the most satisfactory results Leghorn on 
Light Brahma. 

In reply tothe inquiry as to the respect in 
which the superiority of the cross consists, 


Mr. Ross says: “Brahmas are ex- 
cellent mothers and good egg 
producers. Leghorns surpass all other 


varieties as layers but are non-sitters. The 
cross possesses both qualities te perfection— 
loses the clumsiness.of the Brahmas and in- 
herits the activity of the Leghorn. 

There is no better authority on chickens in 
Georgia than Mr. Ross. He lets the small 
breeds roost in trees, and has no disease since 
adopting this plan. 

Mr. F. M. Wilder, of Monroe county, has 
bred the Light Brahma,Dark Brahma, Brown 
Leghorn and Plymouth Rocks and prefers de- 
cidedly the Light Brahmaas a combination 
fowl. Hesaysthe Brown Leghorns lay the 
largest number of eggs but the Light Brah- 
mas more in weight. He thinks the Light 
Brahma unsurpassed as a table fowl. He 
says the crossof the Brown Leghorn on the 
Light Brahma makes a superior egg producer 


sitters. His opinion in regard to the compar- 
ative weight of eggs produced by the Brown 
Leghorns and Light Brahmas does not corres- 
pond with the experience of others. The 
half-bred Leghorns have generally in other 
hands proved reliable sitters and good 
mothers. 

Mr. Wilder says: ‘‘The Light;Brahmas with 
me are very bardy, good layers, sitters and 
mothers, and the eggs large and very rich. 
When well fed they mature early for the 
table. They are good winter layers, and of- 
ten attain to avery large size.’’ He says, ‘'I 
have had no disease. I feed regularly, and 
always have fresh water accessible to them in 
clean earthen vessels, putting in a few drops 
of carb::lic acid twice a week. I keep their 
quarters clean and free from vermin; provide 
them with good dust baths, into which a lit- 
tle sulphur is occasionally sprinkled. Haul 
eccasionally a loac of cinders from the black- 
smith’s shop into their yards.”’ 

Messrs. J. T. Scott & Bro., Crawfish springs, 
in Walker county, north Georgia, derive sat- 
isfactory results from some breeds not ap- 

roved by breeders farihersouth. They have 

yred the Dark Brahma, Light Brabma, Pat- 
ridge Cochin, Buff Cochin, White Cochin, 
Brown Leghorn, White Leghorn, Plymouth 
Rocks, Black Hamburgs, Golden-spangled 
Hamburgs, Houdans, etc. : 

The American Sebright is a new breed 
which promises well, but has not been suffi- 
ciently tested to justify more than a passing 
notice here. 

Of the matter of houses and sheds the com- 
mission says that breeders of poultry in Geor- 

ia should not be induced <‘o follow the prac- 
tice of those in more northern climates in 
constructingshouses for the accommodationjof 
their flocks, Here, where the mercury never 
reaches zero, and seldom falls below 20 de- 
grees. very close houses are neither necessary 
nor desirable. On the contrary, close houses, 
in our warm climate, are often fruitful causes 
of disease and death among poultry that are 
required to occupy them. Close barns, built 
after the pattern of those of the northern 
states, have been repeatedly tried in Georgia, 
and as often abandoned as unsuited to our 
climate. They may be used during the win- 
ter months to advantage if well ventilated, 
but the fowls should be excluded from them 
from May ist to October Ist, and required to 
roost either in trees or open sheds. 

Crude petroleum, or if that cannot be se- 
cured, kerosene oil sprinkled over the sides of 
the house over the roosts will be found bene- 
ficial in destroying insects. Descriptions of 
the proper kinds of houses to erect are given 
in the work. 

An interesting article is also given on incu- 
bation. Altogether itis a very valuable and 
interesting little work.
